W e have just built and equipped t. 
very complete, commodious and sani­ 
tary brick jail, kitchen and bath 
This is to be paid for within three 
years, and there is no increase in 
your tax rate over 1920 to pay for 
this job. 
The road and bridge fund was baff­ 
le in debt when the present commi 
sioners took charge. 
I t is still in the 
red, but is being gradually pulled 
out. 
Taking all funds into account, 
the county is today on a cash basis. 
The people may say whether the bus­ 
iness is being economically managed. 
4s to the Meridian road, the south 
end has been completed and accept­ 
ed.

W hen file garden crops have reached 
m aturity or are far enough developed 
to suffer little damage from chickens 
the flock should be given free range. 
There are times In late summer and 
early fall when the ben**fit received 
by the poultry will exceed tile slight 
injury some garden products may in* 
cur. 
Free lunge enables growing chick­ 
ens to obtain quantifies of green feed, 
bugs, worms and other things. 
The 
chickens therefore require less grain 
and are less liable to sickness or dis­ 
ease. 
Exercise and ability to range 
for even a few hours a day is bene­ 
ficial to a flock that bas h« **n kept 
in confinement during spring and early 
summer.

control, say specialist*, of the United j 
States Department of Agriculture.

The main difficulty about 
depending upon dust baths is that 
some fowls seldom dust themselves, 
and those which

freely 
never 
completely free themselves of ice. The : 
dust bath should be kept under cover j 
and may consist of fine road dust with j 
coal ashes added.

WATCH HATCHING DUCK EGGS 


Care 
Must

When hatching duck eggs under a 
hen, watch the eggs while ducklings 
are hatching and remove empty shells 
from the nest at once. 
Sometimes 
empty shells telescope over eggs Just 
pipped, causing the death of the un­ 
hatched duckling. 
If the hen is at all 
nervous and inclined to tram p on the 
ducklings, it is well to remove them 
as soon as hatched to a warm lined 
basket until all are hatched.

In these experiments the roosts and 
dropping boards or the whole Interior 
of the house were thoroughly painted 
or sprayed Just before the fowls went 
to roost, and all doors, windows, and 
ventilators were closed during the first j 
night. 
Five badly infested fowls were j 
used in each test, and at the etui of j 
one week examination was made for 
living lice. 
Although 
an occasional 
dead louse was found on the dropping 
boards, in no case was the treatment 
of Rny practical value. 
Since many 
of these preparations were found to 
be effective when used as fumigants I 
in small boxes, it is apparent that the 1 
ineffectiveness of house treatment is I 
due to the fact that tin* fumes do not 
heroine concentrated enough to kill the ! 
lice. Tests were also made with lime- j 
sulphur applied In the same way; thi- 
also wus found to De of no value.

The.^e facts 
may be learned from a study of the 
calf’s pedigree. 
To know a good pedi­ 
gree when you see it will require some 
study on your part. 
Read a history 
of your chosen breed. 
Become famil­ 
iar with Individuals and bloodlines 
which have been instrumental in build­ 
ing up the breed. 
Such information 
may be obtained from books sold by 
publishing houses, 
from 
live stock 
journals, or from bulletins issued by 
your state college of agriculture, or by 
the United States Department of Ag 
rlculture.

ATTENTION TO STALL FLOORS 


Where 
Cement 
Is 
Used 
Bedding 
Should Be Spread to Protect U d­ 
ders of the Cows. 


When planning a new dairy bum, 
the stall floors should be given care­ 
ful attention. A good floor should be 
sanitary and permanent and a non-con­ 
ductor of heat. 
The drains and al­ 
leys may be concrete, but for stall 
floors, cement is not wholly desirable. 
When used, if must be covered with 
sufficient bedding to prevent th** ud­ 
ders of th*' cows from coming in con­ 
tact with It. 
Some form of wood block Is most 
satisfactory for this purpose. 


TO DETERMINE AGE OF COWS 


Most Common W ay Is to Count Rings 
on Horne*— Teeth Also Should 
Be Considered. 


Tilt* common way of judging the age 
of a cow Is by counting the rings on 
her horns. 
The first ring usua.ll/ 
comes at about tlrree years of age, 
the second one two years later, and 
then one ring is formed each year, 
The shape, size and condition of the 
teeth should also be considered. 


Idtas to the 
Contrary, Long 
Held, 
Have Been 
Disapproved by 
Painstaking Studies. 


Even one of tin* most plausible 
statements, namely, that a high fore­ 
head is a sign of intelligence, has been 
definitely disapproved by the pains­ 
taking studies of Earl Pearson. 
He 
demonstrated experimentally that the 
color of til** balr, or its straightness 
or curliness, shows one’s intelligence 
better than does a high forehead, al­ 
though these are not offered either as 
good indices. 
In other words, there 
has been found no definite relationship 
between any single peculiarity of the 
shape of the head and any trait of 
character, Henry Foster Adams writes 
in Scribner’s. 
For many years an Italian criminol­ 
ogist. Lombroso, made a study of crim­ 
inal structural peculiarities and their 
relationship to crime. 
He found well­ 
marked tendencies for 
criminals to 
possess certain stigmata or signs, but 
unfortunately the signs of the criminal 
were found 
to be 
widely prevalent 
among those whose names had never 
been upon police blotters. 
It was his 
pet scheme to have ail individuals who 
were 
marked 
by 
a 
peculiar 
sign 
watched by bls detectives, thus pre­ 
venting crime instead of merely pun­ 
ishing It after It had been committed. 
It was entirely Impracticable, for tile 
characteristic sign of a murderer was 
found In altogether too many tender­ 
hearted 
individuals 
to 
make 
the 
scheme tit all feasible. 
AII systems of similar nature, 
in 
which relationship has been sought 
between traits of character and pecu­ 
liarity of th** structure, have met about 
the same fate.

Most Desirable for Production of Fer­ 
tile Eggs Intended to Be Used 
in Incubator. 


OWE EXPRESSION TO INDIANS 


To the Custom of "Potlatch" May Ba 
Traced the Term Often Heard, 
"Indian Giver." 


The expression, “Indian giver,” Is 
used in allusion to the fact that an 
Indian expects an equivalent for a 
gift, or Its return. 
The term “Indian 
giver” probably originated from the 
Indian custom of potlatch, an American 
Indian won! signifying a gift, which 
is used among the American Indians 
of the northwest coast. 
It also signi­ 
fies a feast In which a rich person 
gives away the most of his goods to 
members of his tribe, as tim evidence 
of his greatness, a custom among In­ 
dians from Puget sound to south Alas­ 
ka. 
Among these Indians giving is 
regarded as a kind of ordeal and tile 
recipient is expected to respond with 
interest. 
Among the Kawaklutt he 
must pay it hack ut the rate of PXJ 
per cent. The unit Is the blanket, and 
this custom is helpful lo tile young 
warriors, 
who 
borrow 
and 
bestow 
blankets on their tribe, and as the 
return with some tribes is three blank­ 
ets to one. they ale thus enabled to 
furnish themselves with blankets af­ 
ter paying hack th** lender with in­ 
terest.

Hazards which sometimes 
necom 
puny the incubation of eggs are large­ 
ly avoidable. 
Fertile eggs from vigor­ 
ous breeding stock are necessary in 
order to obtain good hatches. 
Free range for the breeders is most 
desirable for the production of fertile 
eggs with vigorous germs, but all eggs 
produced from such hens should not 
be used for incubation. Eggs that are 
abnormally small and poorly shaped or 
those having thin or very poor shells 
should be eliminated. 
Dirty eggs or 
those badly soiled should not he used. 
If ii is found necessary to set slightly 
soiled eggs they may be cleaned by 
rubbing lightly with a damp cloth, care 
being taken not to rub off any more 
of the natural bloom than is neces­ 
sary. 
It is never advisable 
to 
use for 
hatching eggs that are more than two 
weeks old. 
In freezing weather eggs 
should lie collected two or three times 
a day so as to prevent their bein,' 
chilled. 
Neither a hen nor an incuba­ 
tor will hatch strong chicks from eggs 
containing weak germs or from those 
which have not received proper care. 
In preparing the nest for the sitting 
hen, put from three to four inches 
of damp earth or a piece of grass sod 
in the bottom of the nest before the 
nesting material is put in to provide 
moisture. 
When 
the 
hen 
becomes 
bloody, and before she is transferred 
to the nest for sitting, she should be 
dusted with insect powder or sodium 
fluoride. 
In doing this hold the hen 
by the feet with tile head down, work­ 
ing iii** powder well into the feathers. 
This should be repeated 
about the 
eighteenth day of incubation so as to 
be sure thai there are no lice present 
w lien the chicks are hatched. 
Th** lien should lie moved at night 
ii oui iii** regular laying nest into the 
nest where silt* is to he set. 
The lat­ 
ter ! **M should be in some out-of-the- 
w sty place where th** lien will not be 
disturbed. In order to make sure that 
the lien will continue to stay Iii the 
new nest, she should lie started with 
■ iv <ir two china nest eggs. 
If. at 
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Meerschaum— the Word and Material. 
The word meerschaum—the mate­ 
rial of which p!|**s are made—Is de­ 
rived from lh** German meet-, mean­ 
ing sea, ami schauni, meaning foam 
or froth—sea ton rn.

icate of magnesium, and will float on 
water. 
It is found chiefly in Asia 
Minor, Llvadla, th** Island of Fuboea 
and on the Scandinavian coast. When 
first taken out ii will make lather. 
When carve*I for pipes it is baked dry, 
boiled in milk and polished.
